THE  HcdAEB  COAT  OF  Art'EJ 

A  Coat  of  Arms  is  an  emblem  or  device  " traditionally  inherited;" 
and  originally  bestowed,  usually  with  other  honors  and  privileges ,  by 
royalty,  in  recognition  of  meritorious  deeds.  For  centuries  the  Coat 
of  Arms  has  been  a  distinctive  ms: rk  of  families  of  noble  blood * 

Coats  of  Arms  were  often  used  for  purposes  of  identification  and 
recognition  on  the  jielcl  of  battle  as  well  as  in  civil  life .  To  most 
Americans  of  today  a  Coat  of  Arms  is  understood  to  be  a  "family  relic" 
or  cn  "emblem  of  family  pride,"  This  is  especially  true  if  there  is 
no  genuine  claim  to  a  family  Arms* 

It  is  daisied  by  some  writers  that  Coats  of  Arms,  in  a  crude  form 
were  used  by  Noah's  sons  after  the  flood.  There  are  records  of  other 
Coats  of  Arms  at  different  periods  of  ancient  history.  Heraldry,  how¬ 
ever,  as  we  Imow  it  today,  did  not  become  of  much  importance  until 
soon  after  the  invasion  of  England  by  i /illiam  the  Conqueror,  A.  D.  1066. 
Heraldry  became  of  general  interest  at  about  the  time  of  the  Crusades. 

In  1529  Henry  VIII,  Ting  of  England,  appointed  a  commission  to 
visit  each  country  in  his  kingdom,  and  summon  his  subjects  of  rank  to 
appear  for  examination  as  to  their  her  Idle  rights.  This  procedure 
was  repeated  at  irregular  intervals  and  a  record,  known  as  "visita¬ 
tions,"  kept * 

The  beautiful  ancient  Holmes  ( Hulme )  Coat  of  Anns  has  been  in 
use  in  the  family  for  many  centuries.  It  was  first  usea  in  co.  Lan¬ 
cashire,  England,  v.  here,  it  ihattime  the  family  name  was  spelled 
Hulme,  Holme,  and,  liver,  Holmes.  Authorities  107*00  that  all  the 
linos  of  the  present  Holmes  family  arc  dcscendan-ts  of  • these  common 
ancestors* 

The  canton  and  chdplet  of  this  arms  were  presented  to  Sir  William 
do  Hulme,  Knight  of  Hulme,  for  his  services  under  the  Black  Prince  in 
Finance. 

It  is  described  in  "Biwke's  General  Armory,"  "Burke’s  Landed 
Gentry,"  "Burke's  Peerage  and  Baronetage ,"  and  other  reliable  works 
on  heraldry ,  as  shown  below,  in  some  cases  accompanied  by  illustra¬
